As oil production drops 

Iran said trying to buy fuel 


TEHRAN, Dec. 13, (Agen- 
cies) — Iran, the world's second 
largest oil exporter, is trying 
to buy fuel from overseas be- 
cause of slumping production 
in its strike-ridden oilfields, in- 
dustry sources said Wednesday. 

Otncial comment was not 
immediately available . on re- 
ports that the strike, part of a 
widespread anti-Shah campaign 
of economic disruption, had 
forced Iran to seek imports on 
the international oil market 
But the sources said Iranian 
authorities were trying to bring 
in kerosene and diesel oil and 
might also be seeking small 
quantities of petrol. . 

Oil production fell to 1-2 
million barrels .Wednesday, 
about one-fifth of the normal 
level. Most of Iran’s five major 
refineries were shut by the 
eight-day-old strike, although 
the big Abadan refinery was 
still producing a* a steady rate, 
the sources ‘said. 

They reported that about 50 
fon iters were queuing in the 
Gulf, waiting to stock up for 
Western companies m advance 
of an expected pace increase 
by producers from January. 

The oildfield strike was tne 
most damaging in a wave oi 
go-slows and stoppages tutting 
most large-scale state enter- 
prises. Tne workers are tick- 
ing calls hy opposition leaders 


to disrupt Iran's economy as a 
political weapon against me 
Shah, 

Officials, ' bankers and busi- 
nessmen said they expected no 
real progress toward solving 
the growing economic crisis, 
stemming from months of poll, 
tical turmoil, until Saturday at 
the earliest. 

And even then, they said, it 
would only be known whether 
disruption was likely to con- 
tinue or whether tne strikers 
would begin gradually tc return 
to work. 

The central bank remained 
shut tor normal business. Une 
commercial banker, anxiousiy 
seeking dollars tor customs* «,•■ 
said: "Staff are just sitting mere 
doing nothing.’’ 

Notes in the. national cur- 
rency, the riyai, were easily 
avauablc after the easing ot a 
disruption crisis which caused 
some banks to shut last week. 

"But the banking system is 
basically non-operative” be- 
cause of the central bank 
stoppage, a businessman said.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 13 [AP) 
— Differences late Wednesday 
clouded prospects for an Eg- 
yptian-Israeli peace treaty and 
Secretary of Stale Cyrus Vance 
accelerated plans to end his 
mission to tbe Middle East. 

The decision to return to 
the United States for what a 
U.S. spokesman called “urgent 
business" was announced af- 
ter Vance held two meetings 
with Israeli officials and talk- 
ed t© President Carter -in Wa- 
shington by telephone. 

The spokesman. George 
Sherman, said Vance would 
fly to Egypt on Thursday — he 
intended initially to stay here 
at least until Friday morning — 
and then fly home on Friday 
after a last talk with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. 

In a series of quick-moving 
developments: 

— -Vance told reporters after 
his second meeting witij Is- 
raeli leaders that ’’there are 
differences of view between 
us” and that negotiations were 
at a "delicate stage.” 

— -Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, referring to what he 
called Egyptian "proposals 
which we hear about for the 
first time,” said Egypt and Is- 
rael had differences of opinion 
on a treaty. 

—The Israel state radio said 
the Egyptian proposals were 
found to be unacceptable. 


Hussein reaffirms meeting 
with Khomeini not planned 


' There was no immediate ex- 
' planaiion of proposed Egyp- 
I fan revisions in the treaty with 
Israel. But the state radio said 
Sadat wanted to withhold an 
immediate exchange of ambas- 
sadors when the accord is sign- 
ed, 

Sherman said Vance "feels 
he will have achieved every- 
thing he could by the time he 
leaves the area and he has im- 
portant business in Washing- 
ton.” 

Reporters repeatedly tried 
to pin Sherman down on whe- 
ther Vance’s new travel plans 
were linked to bis talks with 
the Israelis. Sherman, declining 
to answer directly, replied: 
“Negotiations continued here, 
the itinerary has evolved.” 

Taken together, the remarks 
by Begin and Vance suggest 
hopes for completing a treaty 
between Israel and Egypt by 
Sunday, a deadline set by Pre- 
sident Carter, are ebbing. 

"We had a very serious ex- 
change of views," Begin said 
outside his office. "If you ask 
the question whether there 
were differences of opinion 
between the position of Egypt, 
as clarified to us by the sec- 
retary ot 5taiq, and the position 
of Israel, the answer is yes.” 
At the same time. Begin 
claimed 'here and now," that

PARIS. Dec. 13 (AP) — 
Jordan’s KJng Hussein said 
Wednesday he would not meet 
with tbe Iranian opposition lea- 
der AyatuJIah Khomeini, and 
denied be had ever planned 
such a meeting. 

In a television interview, 
Hussein dismissed earlier re- 
ports he would attempt to meet 
the leader of the Iranian reli- 
gious opposition to the Shah 
as having been "pure specula- 
tion.” 

"A meeting was never fore- 
seen and the occasion did not 
arise during this visit,” he 
said. 

Hussein is on a three-day 
official visit to Paris for talks 
on the Middle East situation 
with President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing and Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois-Poncet. 

He flies to Rome Thursday 
where he will meet Pope John 
Paul If. Hussein said he would 
be discussing the Lebanese 
situation with the Pope as well 
as the future of Jerusalem. 

Asked whether an Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty, or failure 
to reach such a peace, would 
be positive or negative, Hus- 
sein said that "any partial 
’ settlement which is not a gene- 
| ral peace does not resolve the 
problems of our region.” 

He repealed his position that 
there must be a global settle- 
ment solving the problems of 
the Palestinians and of East 
Jerusalem. 


Hussein also said that the 
Soviet Union and Europe, as 
• well as Lbe United Mates, must 
be associated with the fina l 
peace. But he added that the 
torum could either be a re- 
convened Geneva conference 
or the U.N. Security Council. 

Hussein said that at some 
stage, tbe Security council 
would have to redefine reso- 
lution 242, the basic resolution 
calling for Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territories. 
Interpretation ot the resolution 
is contested by Israel and tbe 
Arabs.

Saddam Hussein leaves Moscow 
with new attack on Camp David 


MOSCOW, Dec. 1 3 (Agen- 
cies.) — Saddam Hussein, vice- 
chairman of Iraq’s Revolu- 
tionary Command Council, left 
Moscow Wednesday at die tod 
of a three-day official visit, 
Chat included consultations 
whh Krendin leaders Tass 
news agency reported. 

Soviet Premier Alexei Kosy- 
gin said the discussions inclu-' 
ded "problems in connection 
with energetics and electrifica- 
tion” in Iraq, according to 
Tass. 

"We wiM assisi Iraq in crea- 
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ting and developing some 

branches of iadustry- We have 
done everything possible on 
our pan so that our economic 
relations should develop,” Ko- 
sygin said, according to Tass. 

Earlier Tuesday, Hussein 
a ad Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev condemned the Egyp- 
tdan-Israeli peace efforts and 
pledged further support for 
the Palestinian resistance. 

Hussein took up tbe ques- 
tion of the peace talks when 
he was received, by Brezhnev 
on the second day of his offi- 
( dal visit, Tass neportei

Tass did not mention the 
question of Soviet supplies to 
the Iraqi armed forces althou- 
gh Western diplomats said 
they believed the topic was al- 
most certainly discussed . 

Diplomats in the Middle East 

have reported that the Soviet 
Union is reassessing its policy 
of supplying arms indepen- 
dently to Iraq and Syria in 
the light of the rapproache- 
ment between the two coun- 
tries. 

Syrian President Hafez As- 
sad was reported last Friday 
to have cancelled a visit to 
Moscow this week because he 
was dissatisfied with Soviet 
plans to coordinate supplies to 
Iraq and Syria to avoid un- 
necessary duplication.

Mabrouk told reporters oil 
supplies had shrunk, partly 
due to a cutback in Iran’s 
production, and demand had . 
improved. 

The market was ripe for a 
substantial oil price increase, 
he said, adding: “It is an op- 
portunity which we should ex- 
ploit.” 

He would not say whal he 
meant by a substantial increa- 
se. But he said it should not 
be “symbolic". 

Mabrouk said Libya favor- 
ed replacing the U.S. dollar 
as the measure of oil prices 
but would retain it for oil 
payments. 

Earlier in the day an Arab 
official said Arah oil produ- 
cers hope fo triple their capa- 
city to refine petroleum with- 
in the next 10 years. 

The development plans could 
mean that Western Europe. 
Japan and the United States 


will buy far more gasoline 
petrochemicals and other re- 
fined oil products from Arab 
countries, said Ali Attiga. sec- 
retary-general of the Organi- 
zation of Arab Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OAPEQ. 

The official also criticized 
what he called an “obsession" 
industrial countries had with 
oil prices. 

“The woritTs obsession with 
the price of oil is unfortu- 
nate,” said Attiga. adding that 
oil accounted for only 10 per 
cent of world trade.

U.N. panel okays move 
to assist Palestinians 


UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 
12 (R)--A General Assembly 
committee Tuesday night ap- 
proved a resolution on aad :o 
Palestinians which the United 
Stales opposed as being desig- 
ned to boost the standing of 
the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation iPLO). • 

In a letter to a number of 
U N. delegations this week, the 
U.§. called such a resolution a 
“totally unacceptable effort 'o 
politicize U.N. assistance” and 
warned that its adoption could 
jeopardise American contribu- 
tions to L'.N. voluntary aid 
programs, which this year 
amounted to S230 million. Tha 
resolution was approved in the 
assembly’s economic and finan- 
cial commite* by 93 votes ’o 
five against with 33 absten- 
tons. Australia. Canada. Israel. 
Malawi and the U.S. opposed 
the draft, which now goes to 
the assembly plenary for en- 
dorsement. 

IMF satisfied 
with progress 
in North Yemen 

SANAA, Nov. 13 (R) — The 
International Monetary Fund 
f(MFj has expressed satisfac- 
tion at North Yemen's progress 
in carrying out its five-year 
development plan, Sanaa radio 
said. 

It said the final meeting bet- 
ween a visiting IMF delegation 
and the Yemeni minister of 
development and head of cen- 
tral planning. Ali Lutf al-Thor. 
was held Tuesday. 

Thor said after the meeting 
that the international experts 
had approved all the measures 
taken by the government in the 
fields of economic develop- 
ment. particularly in the pro- 
duction sectors. 

‘‘This will encourage us to 
intensify our efforts in this 
respect.” be declared. 

North Yemen has completed 
the port scheduled for the first 
two years of the plan, the 
broadrast said. 


it calls on the U.N. De- 
velopment Program ; UN DPs 

and other U.N. agencies to 
intensify efforts to “improve 
the social and economic con- 
ditions of the Palestinian peo- 
ple by identifying Iheir social 
and economic needs, and by 
establishing concrete projects 
to that end. without prejudice 
<o the sovereignty of the res- 
pective Arab host countries, 
and to provide adequate funds 
for lhat purpose.” 

The resolution also howevc*. 
endorses previous decisions of 
rhe U.N. Economic and Social 
Council tECOSOCv which spe- 
cifically requested U.N. aid 
agencies to consult and coope- 
rate w # :;h the PLO in formula- 
ting assisunce projects for the 
Palestinians. 

Ambassador Melissa Wells 
of the U S. claimed that the 
resolution was motivated by a 
desire to use a U.N assistance 
program for political purposes 
— assistance to the PLO. not 
to the Palestinian people. 

The governing bodies of 
UNDP and other U.N. agencies 
would have to decide how to 
interpret the resolution, she 
added. 

An Australian proposal to 
defer action on the resolution 
until next year's assembly ses- 
sion was defeated by a vote of 
3f* in favor to 65 aga-inst, with 
30 abstentions. 

Last week’s privately circula- 
ted tetter from the American 
UN. delegation said the US. 
had “consistently supported aid 
to the Palestinian people* 
through the UN. Relief and 
Works Aeency for -Palestine 
refugees t'UNRWA) and other 
programs. 

But it said the U.S. would 
not support any U.N. volun- 
tary aid programs where the 
PLO might serve as a conduit 
for assistance.

U.S. scholar 



Kabul tortures political prisoners to halt construction 



NEW DELHI. Dec. 13 fAF) — An Ame- 
rican scholar, recently released from detention 
in Kabul, said Wednesday that the new revolu- 
tionary regime has tortured political prisoners. 

Dr. Louis Dupree, 54, an anthropologist 
who has earned cut research in this central 
Asian country' since 1949. said he was shown 
torture v.ctims by Afghan secret police who 
tried to pressure him into confession allegedly 
for being a U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
spy. 

“1 saw them beat some people there," 
said Dupree, a professor at Pennsylvania State 
University. w ho was held six days at the in- 
terior ministry and three other places in (he 
Afghan capital before being expelled Dec. 1- 

“They would begin by slapping and hit- 
ting with fists and kicking," he lold the As- 
sociated press. “1 must confess, that after the 
first couple of times, I just closed my eyes 
and turned my back." 

Among the victims was Muhammad Alam 
Nurisiani, a graduate of Indiana University 
in the United States, who taught anthropolo- 
gy ai Kabul University, he said. 

“They showed me him and be bad been 
beaten half to death," said Dupree. ’The 
poor man was almost out of his mind and 
obviously he would have confessed- to any- 
thing (hey wanted him to.” 

Many of those he met in detention had 
been arrested for distributing underground 
newspapers critical of President Nur Mu- 
hammad Taraki's pro-Soviet regime, which 
seized power April 27 in a coup that toppled 
President Muhammad Daoud. 

The underground papers, mimeographed 
sheets known collectively as the “Evening 
News," are being produced by a ' Muslim 
group and a leftist faction which took part 
in the coup but since purged, he said. 

Fluent in the local languages, Dupree said 
he learned from fellow prisoners of scattered 
insurrections in the countryside against the 
new leaders whom he said have alienated ma- 
ny of the nation’s intellectuals and Muslim 
holymen. 

Nuristani’s arrest and torture could 
have been the result of a vendetta, he said. 
The Afghan scholar is a member of the Nu- 
ristani tribe which angered the new regime by 
murdering three of its officials and returning 
their bodies headless, he said. 

“When they brought Muhammad Alam 
(Nuristanjj in front of me. he was in com- 
plete terror." Dupree said. 

“His upper lip was covering his lower lip, 
he could hardly see. he had a month's 
growth of beard. Scars all over.... They had a 
towel lapped around his neck — I don’t know 


what they were doing there." 

Dupree said Nurisiani looked like a 
“puppy dog” who would say anything his 
jailers wanted to hear. The Afghan anthro- 
pologist rambled repeatedly, ■‘everyone knows 
Dupree is CIA. everyone says he is CIA. - ’ he 
recalled. 

Quickly, the American scholar posed 
three questions: Had he ever tried to recruit 
him for the CIA. identified himself as an 
agent or tried to receive secret papers? Each 
time. Nurisiani replied in the negative, Dup- 
ree said. 

The charge was later dropped, but Dupree 
wastold he could never return to Afghanistan. 

The Taraki regime has moved Afghanis- 
tan closer to the Soviet orbit while denying 
it is anything but a pro- Islamic and nationalist 
government. The overwhelming majority of 
the 17 million Afghans are devout Muslims 
and traditionally suspicious i»f iheir Commu- 
nist neighbors. 

Dupree, who was not physically mistreat- 
ed himself, said torture has become a tool of 
(he regime's secret police. 

“From whai I have heard, 1 believe tor- 
ture is widespread," said Dupree, in New 
Delhi to attend an international conference of 
anthropologists. 

“I .saw some of the little electrode kits 
that they had used." he went on. "They bring 
them in just to show people and that's en- 
ough' to turn people to jelly quite often." 

Dupree, who is one the staff of the Ame- 
rican universities field staff, fears that the new 
regime is planning mass arrests of college ins- 
tructors. particularly (hose educated in the 
West. 

His prediction is based on numerous con- 
versations before and during his detention, 
and the fact that Kabul University was being 
closed early and its graduating male students 
were to be inducted directly into the army. 

"A purge of Western-trained intellectuals 
is in the offing in January." he said. “This 
will enable (regime leaders), if they carry out 
•their plan, to arrest the professors while 
classes are not in session and no one would 
know but their immediate families. 

Afghan intellectuals “would like to see 
the ideals of this new democratic republic 
succeed but now their methods are alienating 
all these people," he said. 

“I don't feel bitter about being in jail 
for six days and six nights, and interrogated 
constantly. I don't feel bitter at all.” Dupree 
added. “I feel very sad that Afghanistan has 
come to such a state where people are being 
tortured in the ministry of interior.**

Hanna al Airash, told repor- 
ters military officials arrived 
at the town hall Tuesday with 
maps and said the municipality 
must immediately stop issuing 
further building permits for 
1,200 dunams 1,300 aeresi of 
land south of the town. 

He said the reason given by 
the officials was because the 
lands, which house some 140 
families, were close io an ar- 
my camp where all building is 
forbidden. 

Airash said “the military 
government said the action 
was for security reasons but 
we believe it is for a new Je- 
wish settlement or to have the 
area connected to Jerusalem 
for more Jewish homes.” 

In Hebron, the representa- 


tives of the military govern- 
ment have already sinned fen- 
cing off an area of 20u du- 
nams (50 acres) where some 
28 families reside and military 
sources said new. housing for 
the Jewish quarter of nearby 
Kiryat Arha will be built 
there. The official' reason given 
for the action was “security." 

Hebron Mayor Fahd Kaw- 
asma told Reuters. "They pul 
a fence around thejr houses 
and they refuse to lei them 
enter their homes without the 
permission of the military go- 
vernment “ 

“I think the land fenced off 
is intended for an extension of 
Kiryai Arba Jewish quarter.” 
he added. 

Some 28 families live in the 
area being fenced off in Heb- 
ron and most of >he land be- 
longs to the family of fo.-mer 
Mayor Muhammad Ali Jaa- 
bari. whose eldest son is being 
held in detention on security 
charges, Palestinian sources 
said. 

Military government officials 
said the families already living 
in the restricted areas in Beit 
Sahur and Hebron “would be 
unaffected by the action.” 

They said an order seizing 
the Hebron lands wa& in fact 
issued seven years ago but the 
move had been postponed.

Soviets claim artificial blood coup 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP) 
— Soviet researchers have an- 
nounced a "major break- 
through” in developing an arti- 
ficial substitute for blood but 
American experts said the work 
appeared similar to earlier re- 
search in the West. 

Tass said Tuesday scientists 
were able to keep cats alive tor 
up to eight hours alter repla- 
cing their entire blood supply 
wnn a synthetic tluorocaroon 


emulsion. 

But in one American lab. rats 
have lived indefinitely after a 
complete fluorocarbon transfu- 
sion. 

Doctors in both East and 
West are working to produce 
artificial blood substitutes be- 
cause of their potential value 
on the battlefield, in hospital 
emergency rooms or for pre- 
serving organs tor transplant. 

Fluorocarbons are considered 


promising because they absorb 
and release oxygen under simi- 
lar conditions to haemoglobin, 
the oxygeu-carrying pigment m 
red blood cells. 

Moscow’s Institute of Hac-' 
maiology and Blood Transit*-, 
sion said the synthetic blood 
could be ready for clinical use 
in humans soon, and the Rus- 
sians were also wurking on 
modifying haemoglobin for use 
in a blood substitute.

WASHINGTON. Dec. J3 
(AP) ~ The director of the 
U.S. Secret Service says new 
restrictions on police spying 
are hampering his agency's abi- 
lity to protect presidents from 
assassination. 

Director H. Stewart Knight 
testified Tuesday that the res- 
trictions prevent his agency 
from gathering intelligence on 
suspicious groups who may 
want to kill a president. 

“In effect we’re trying to run 
a zero-error operation." Knight 
told a congressional committee 
investigating the assassinations 
of President John F. Kennedy 
and civil rights leader Martin 
Luther King. “The best way to 
prevent something from hap- 
pening is to know in advance 
who is planning what, when and 
where." 

Another Secret Service offi- 
cial said. “We believe our big- 
gest problem's is that we are 
unable to get intelligence on 
groups that urge violence un- 
less they -commit a crime." 

“We need to know in ad- 


vance about the possibility of 
the crime.” said rhe official, 
who did not want to be nam- 
ed. “We don’t want to wait 
until after it happens". 

The restrictions were estab- 
lished after the Federal Bureau 
of Invstigatinn. the Central In- 
telligence Agency and other 
government agencies were 
found to have spied on thou- 
sands of citizens in the 1960s 
tn an effort to find links bet- 
ween anti -Vietnam war protes- 
ters and foreign governments. 

The restrictions prohibit the 
FBI from simply keeping watch 
on what it considers suspicious 
groups. It may now investi- 
gate only specific criminal 
threats of violence or subver- 
sion. 

Deputy Attorney General 
Benjamin Gviletti. disagreeing 
with the Secret Service, tedd 
the committee the FBI believ- 
es it is suppling as much use- 
ful information on assassina- 
tion threats now from about 50 
criminal investigations a year 
as it once did from 20.000 sur- 
veillance cases a year.

Venezuela’s puritan 
president

LONDON— 

It’s going to be a quieter 
Venezuela when the 53-year- 
old -Luis Herrera Campins 
takes over the presidency early 
next year from Carlos An- 
dres Perez. 

Perez has presided over five 
affluent years as the price of 
oil, the country's main export, 
went through the roof. But 
with Venezuela’s insatiable ap- 
petite for imports now starting 
to outrun the treasury's ability 
to pay for them and with ma- 
ny grandiose developments 
starting to cost much more 
than was ever dreamt Of, Ve- 
nezuelans face a period of re- 
lative austerity over the next 
five years. 

Luis Herrera is well fitted 
for the task of persuading his 
countrymen to pull their belts 
in. In contrast to the ebullient 
extroversion and ready laugh 
of Perez, Herrera’s manner is 
more reserved and even diffi- - 

Though his party COPEl, a 
Christian Democratic group, 
claims it has an ideology which 
is very distinct from President 
Perez’s mildly social democra- 
tic Accion Democratica, the 
practical differences between 
them are not great and the 
COPE! victory this week wih 
not bring any sudden doctrinal 
shifts in the Venezuelan poli- 


tical spectrum. 

Sensing perhaps that the 
Venezuelan electorate wanted 
a period of greater austerity, 
both Accion Democratica and 
COPEl fielded very similar can. 
didates, Luis] Herrera’s rival, 
Luis Pinerua Ordaz. being if 
anything more reserved and 
introspective than Herrera 
himself. 

Herrera is a man whose 
childhood was passed frugally 
and in the shadow of political 
dictatorship and he therefore 
may be expected to value mo- 
ney and Venezuela’s newly-es- 
tablished parliamentary cus- 
toms very highly. 

He says he remembers the 
terror imposed on the country 
under the rule of the tyrant 
Gomez and bow the people of 
Acarigua would shut the doors 
and windows before voicing 
any criticism of the brutal dic- 
tator. 

Today he promises to main- 
tain democratic liberties but 
adds that the wants a “strong 
government”.

The 
city was dosed to them for 
reasons of a temporary na- 
ture, Soviet officials said — 
on excuse that has been used 
in the past to prevent Wester- 
ners from visiting' areas of 
paiticidady active national 
dissent. 

There are centuries-old rival- 
ries between the Abkhazies and

THE HAGUE - 
After years of being often 
out of step with their major 
allies, the Dutch are trying *o 
come to terms with a new go- 
vernment which believes in not 
rocking the boat. 

After nine months in office, 
the center-right coalftion of 
Prime Minister Andreas van 
Agt has made it dear that ihe 
radical attitudes to foreign and 
defense policy adopted by the 
previous labor-led government 
are being quietly jettisoned. 

The Dutch have always pri- 
ded themselves on \riekSng an 
influence greater than their 
limited numbers (14 million) 
would justify, so the new ‘Tow 
profile” style has provoked cri- 
ticr’sm. 

Critics and supporters agree 
that, at least in manners, dungs 
have changed since the turbu- 
lent center-left coalition of So- 
ciak'st Premier Joop Den Uyl 
was replaced last December 
after four and a half years. 

Den Uyl’s government took 
a certain pride in occasionally 
exasperating its allies within 
NATO bv refuting to toe the 
line, fri 1974 its plans for de- 
fense cuts drew an unpreceden- 
ted blast of entity sm from 

NATO Secretary-General Jose- 
ph Luns, a former Dutch for- 
eign minister. 

Defense Minister Henk Vre- 
deling replied by telling an in- 
terviewer he fek a strong de- 
sire to kick Luns “between the 
goalposts.” 

Foreign Minister Max Van 
Der stoel and Development Aid 
Minister Jan Pronk, both So- 
cialists tike Vre'delmg, also 
had their share of clashes with 
Jess radical colleagues from 
other Western governments. 

Pronk in particular caused 
controversy at home by &ving 
foreign aid to Cuba and subsi- 
dies to left-wing political pro- 
test groups in Holland. 

Aid to Cuba w'fl cease at 
the end of 1978. and in other 
areas too there have been 
changes, though more in style 
than *'n substance. 

Foreign Minister Christoph 
Van Der Klaauw. a mild-man- 
nered career diplomat, has 
been frying to wean his coun- 
try away from its tendency to 
raiise an admonishing finger at 
the rest of the worfd. 

"People here make so much 


noise about human rights vr'da- 
rions abroad, but there is no 
country where human rights 
are respected fully. Look a I us, 
with our parents who refused to 
vaccinate their children against 
poVo,” he said in a recent in- 
terview. 

Van Der Klaauw. a liberal, 
says he bdfeves in promoting 
human rights by quiet diplo- 
macy rather than spectacular 
public gestures. 

Van Der Klaauw is unlikely 
to. follow the example of Van - 
Der Stoel, who enraged his 
hosts during a visit to Czechos- 
lovakia last year by meeting 
Professor Jan Patocka, one of 
the leaders of the "Charter 77” 
human rights movement 
On occasions when the go- 
vernment has responded to 
public pressure in Holland to 
make a public gesture, the re- 
sults have not always been 
happy. 

After a series of trials of 
Soviet dissidents this summer, 
Vice-Premier Hans WiegeJ an- 
nounced relations with the So- 
viet Union were being frozen. 

The Foreign Ministry hasten- 
ed to tone this down, explain- 
ing that relations with Moscow 
were merely bang reviewed 
during a “pause for thought.” 

A few weeks later the pause 
for thought ended arid t Prime 
Minister Van Agt announced 
relations with the Soviet Union 
would continue exactly as be- 
fore. 

Such incidents have drawn 
biting criticism in the Dutch 
press, which has openly ques- 
tioned Van Der Klaauw*s com- 
petence at his job. Some com- 
mentators have pointed out 
that; Van Agt, a former justice 
minister, is a novice in foreign 
affairs and out of bis depth 
when he has to deal at summit 
meetings with political heavy- 
weights such as West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

Van Der Klaauw, an amia- 
ble pipesmoker with no known 
enemies, has suffered from lack 
of familiarity wsth Dutch do- 
mestic politics after spending 
many years abroad, represent- 
ing hts country at the United 
Nations in New Vork and . 
Geneva. 

The foreign minister ha* 
found himself mauled by die 
opposition in the Dutch parlia- 
ment where diplomatic eti- 
quette is unknown. .

The governments tack of

■ cy issue hanging over its head.

America’s to# enhanced r&dfa- 
uoh nuclear warhead, whose 
production has been postponed 
by President Carter m an at- 
tempt to obtain disarmament 
concessions from Moscow, 
Before President Carter’s de- 
cision the neutron bomb taut 
provoked the ■ reripHltiofl of 
Van Age's defense minuter, 
Roelof Kruismg*. after only. 
three months in office. 

Kruisinga's departure brou- 
ght another Christian Demo- 
crat. financial ixpert Wiilon 
SchoJten, to the Defense Minis- 
try with the task of restoring 
the credibility of HoHand as a 
NATO ally. 

Defense spending has been 
raised to meet NATO targets 
despite cuts' in other areas. Or- 
ders are on toe way for new 
submarines, new marine patrol 
aircraft and new tanks. 

Meanwhile the intense de- 
bate in Holland. around the is- 
sue of nuclear weapons, which 
led over a nWHion Dutch people 
to sign a petition against the 
neutron bomb early this year, 
has died down — but only 
temporarily. . , 

Under pressure from the 
Dutch churches. Van ' AgjP* 
own Christian Democrats artf 
likely to res’st any possibility 
of the neutron bomb bring 
stockpiled in Holland or supp- 
lied to Dutch NATO forces. 

The Christian Democratic 
floor leader in parliament. Wil- 
lem Aancjes. has raised the 
possibility of Holland leaving 
NATO altogether if President 
Carter gives toe go-ahead for 
production of the weapon re. 
toe next few months. 

If however the* president de- 
cides to renounce the weapon 
completely.' no one wiH be 
more relieved, than toe Dutch 
government. — (R) 


Italy’s ‘strategy of terror’

* ROME — 
This month marked the 
ninth anniversary of Italy’s 
worst post-war terrorist attack 
— the Milan bank, bombing of 
Dec. 12, 1969. But the trial of 
those accused of carrying out 
the crime, now in its concluding 
stages after innumerable proce- 
dural delays, has failed to es- 
tablish where the guilt for the 
massacre lies. 

L tie prosecution has demand- 
ed prison sentences for two 
separate sets of defendants. 
Both cannot be guilty because 
they come from opposite ends 
of the political spectrum. 

Another trial is now in pros- 
pect in Milan to determine the 
exact connections between po- 
liticians, the intelligence servi- 
ces and what is known here as 
the “strategy of terror.” 

It was hinted in the sum- 
ming-up for the prosecution last 
month that someone in govern- 
ment deliberately sabotaged 
police investigations into the 
crime. 

There were 83 bomb attacks 
in 1969, the year which marked 


the start of the “strategy of 
terror” in Italy. In 1977 there 
were 2,128 terrorist attacks and 
this year's figures are about 20 
per cent higher,- according to 
the- minister of the interior. 

The escalation of terrorism 
has been accompanied by grow- 
ing confusion and doubt over 
its originators. Are they neo- 
Fascists or left-wing anarchists? 
Both have been on trial at 
Catanzaro. The main neo- 
Fascist accused. Franco Freda, 
absconded two months ago and 
police are now hooting for him 
once again. He is alleged to 
have supplied the timer for the 
Milan bank bomb, which killed 
16 people and maimed had 
wounded over 80 more. 

The principal anarchist de- 
fendant, Pietro Valpreda, a 
former ballet dancer now work- 
ing as a book, salesman in 
Milan, has also spent a total of 
four years in jail. He was 
released but has declined to at- 
tend the trial. 

A third group of accused are 
secret service agents alleged to 
have protected the neo-Fascists 
from the law. 


Winding up h>s case for too* 
prosecutions. State Prosecutor 
Mariano Lombardi said: “Tb«_ 
subversive organization (res- 
ponsible for the bank bombing) 
could count on a secret service 
able *to protect ■ people under 
the gravest suspicion.” 

He referred to evidence given . 
by. Prime Minister Giulio An- 
dreotti. former Prime Minister 
Mariano Rumor and other 
-senior politicians, and the sen- 
tencing for perjury of Italy's 
number two military judge who 
tried to protect his political 
masters by lying. 

“This trial with its .inevitable 
gaps does not mark the end of 
investigations, but toe beginning 
of a new phase, lx is sufficient 
to remember toe lies of many 
politicians and the sentencing 
of General Saverio Mtdizia 
to hope that the investigations 
now taking place in Milan into 
toe connections between ter- 
rorism and the ruling classes, 
connections which most certain- 
ty do exist, may fill these 
gaps,” he said. OFNS 


saudi press review 


“Al-Medina” said that the just-concluded OAPBC, meeting 
and the forthcoming OPEC meeting, appear to be the least 
alarming conferences of oil ministers to date. 

“The reason is that the other oil exporting countries have 
come to the conclusion that Saudi Arabia’s prudem approach 
to oil prices is the best and wisest. Saudi Arabia has always 
believed that off prices should serve the interests of the pro- 
ducers and consumers alike, and that discussions of oil in- 
creases should be reasonable. While trying to avoid any harm 
to the world economy, the Saudi government has also made 
it imperative on toe industrialized nations to combat inflation 
and control currency fluctuations.” 

also commented bn toe OPEC meeting and said 
that it was “another indication of toe strength of the oil pro- 
ducing countries which lies in their unity.” 

"The success of OPEC is ah expression of toe unity of 
the Arab countries as well as toe Arab desire for justice, right 
and peace. OPEC realizes too that the prosperity and wellbe- 
ing of toe world is an indivisible matter and that working 
towards it is an important OPEC objective. 


“The resolutions of the conference should emphasize the 
basic requirements of international wellbeing by combatting 
inflation and achieving toe highest possible living standards 
for the people of the OPEC states.* 

“AJ-Riyadh” commented on Cyrus Vaneevs shuttle oiplo- 
macy to narrow the gap between the Egyptian and Israeli 

positions. , . 

It said that it “is absurd to expect the Palestinians and otoer 
Arabs to accept the principle bf self-government under Israeli 
control in toe occupied lands.” 

The paper said such a scheme would place the people of 
too occupied lands effectively under Israeli domination. 

It added that the insistence of toe US., Egypt and Israel 

od such a plan is bewildering. 

The paper, in another comment, said King Hussein’s visit 
to France had a’ military and .a political reason. 

It added: “perhaps the'Umtod States and Egypt wanted 
the French President to put pressure on King Hussein to join 
the Camp David accords. But this « impossible because the 
King will not change his mind. 

The King would also seek French military supplies to 


diversify bis armory. Iordan now depends almost entirety on 
American and British arms supplies and recently has bought 
some from the Soviet Union. 

“Tfie King may want to increase the quota of French arms 
just in case...,” the paper said. 

“Al-Medae* discussed the increasing number of non- 
Muslims who convert to Islam in Saudi Arabia. 

The paper said it does not agree with those who believe ( 
that some of these people convert out of convenience, either l 
to be able to work in the pilgrimage sites where non-Muslims [ 
axe forbidden entry, or to be aide to marry Muslim girls or 
to divorce a wife since this is permitted in Islam. 

But the writer criticised toe lengthy process of accepting 
these converts and giving them certificates of coo version.. to 
Islam.

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Bahrain- A1 Khobar by dhow : A pleasure 
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Afina Manama in Bahrain

MINA MANAMA — By air 
the distance between Bahrain 
and Dhabran is covered in 
about 12 minutes. By sea-going 
dhow, the trip is three hours 
long, but the . experience can 
be timeless. 

The adventure begins at Mina 
Manama, a pier located on the 
sea road midway between the 
Hilton and Del in on hotels. (Go- 
ing the other way. -dhows are 
available under the same cir- 
cumstances from A1 Khobar 
port at the end of the Dhabran 
AL-Khobar highway.) There is 
a friendly security post at the 
gate, and. once on the dock. 


modem, bustling Bahrain has 
been left behind. 

Dhows axe anchored two and 
three abreast on either side of 
the pier, and early in the morn- 
ing there is activity in every 
quarter. Men wash clothes and 
hang than on lines strung ac- 
ross the boats, and some mend 
nets alone or with their fellow 
crewmen. On one dhow about 
five sailors sit crosslegged on 
the deck, eating from a circular 
tin dish heaped with rice and 
fish, and someone emerges from 
below with a huge, beaked cof- 
fee pot. Men with mature faces 
but strong; bare backs walk 
among burlap sacks of grain or 


the fish traps which look like 
chain link igloos stacked along 
the edges of the pier. A truck 
pulls up and workers begin 
loading huge blocks of ice, 
walking them across the water 
onto the deck on a plank less 
than half a meter wide. The 
ice will be used to preserve the 
day's catch until the boat re- 
turns to port at night. 

There is some important ad- 
vice to remember ' when asking 
for a boat to A1 Khobar: be 

persistent. If the first person 
you ask says no. walk around 
ask again, and cbances are you 
will find someone who is going 
— if not going right away. 


There is no such thing as a 
reservation so it is best to ar- 
rive early, say about 7:30 a.m. 
or so. Although the boat may 
not actually leave until 9:00 or 
later, often the captain will de- 
cide whether or not to prepare 
for a trip based on how many 
prospective passengers show in- 
terest. 

At the pier, immigration pro- 
cedures are quick, and easy, be- 
cause there are no crowds. And 
baggage handling is a snap: 
you load your own. On the 
dhow the passenger can rest 
easy, unually perched on top 
of bis own suitcase. 

When passengers are ready

to board, a crewman will 
spread a thin mat to sit on, 
and a rolled-up towel or coat 
can provide extra cushioning 
as you lie or lean against the 
low rail surrounding the woo- 
den deck. Now it is time to 
guess whai the fare will be. 
This depends on how . many 
people show up for the trip: the 
more the cheaper. The captain 
may quote a price of eight 
dinars at first (about SO riyals), 
but, as was the case when a 
family with their goats came 
late 'to board the boat I was 
on, the fare went down to six. 
On busy days, when the dhow 
carries 40 or more passengers, 
travelers report paying less than 
three dinars. Money is collec- 
ted in a plastic bag and tickets 
are distributed in the form of 
cardboard forms cut U> uni- 
form size and trading cards 
bearing tbe likenesses of TV 
heroes Kojak or the Bionic 
Woman. TTiese are collected 
again out at sea. 

At one time, when the fleet 
of pearling dhows sailed off 
from some Gulf beach, they 
were given farewell by crowds 
beating drums and singing. To- 
day the departure of a dhow 
is signalled by the revving of 
a puttering motor which will 
propel tbe craft across this 

stretch of the Gulf. 

Despite the use of engines 

instead of sails, however, dhows 
today look much as they did 
before the oil boom, when 
pearling and fishing were the 
livelihoods of the inhabitants of 

the Eastern Province coast 
towns, and especially of Bah- 
rain, Qatar and Kuwait. Even 
the few remaining native ship- 
builders still trust eye and 
thumb more than blueprints. 
They use naturally shaped tree 
trunks for the ribs, then add tbe 
stem board and build up the 
hull. They use iron nails today, 
but still employ bow rather than 
electric drills. The result is a 
solid, satisfying boat which 
looks and feels appropriate for 
the shallow waters of its home 


seas. 

We leave the last of the tri- 
angular fish traps set hundreds 
of meters off the Bahraini 
coast. Together they look like 

so many long arrows pointing 
in different directions, and the 
waters become smooth and 
quiet, it is one of those days 
when sea and sky shimmer with " 
the same gray-blue light, and it 
is difficult to tell where one 

ends and the other begins. The 
trip is blessedly uneventful, and 

most passengers pass the hours 
sleeping or talking quietly or 
gazing down at the water, which 
is almost close enough to touch. ' 
On Fridays the dhow is a 
son of student shuttle, and 
someone may bring out a plas- 
tic flute or sing. 

In general, however, enter- 
tainment is provided by one's 
own thoughts or by an occa- 
sional splashing dolphin. The 
sand bar in the distance, says 
the man at the helm, has its 
own fresh water supply. Hur 
dreds of cormorants fly over- 
head in an undulating vee, or 
skim like endless ellipses ahead 
of the dhow just above the 
water. Great flapping fish jump 
into the. air and disappear 
again. In between, silence out 
far and nearby, the hum-putter 
of the engine and the sound 
of water gently lapping by. 

After an indeterminate per- 
iod of time the crewman who 
has been bringing hot tea from 
below appears with the green 
flag of Saudi Arabia, and takes 
down Bahrain's red and white 
from the aft pole. When the 
Saudi flag is hoisted we are in 
local water, and soon the cranes 
and tall buildings of Dam- 
mam's skyline appear on the 
horizon. We turn to head in 
the direction where Al Khobar 
should be. and one by one be- 
gin to pick out tbe landmarks 
of that town as welL Now the 
young captain orders every- one 
aft to stand and go forward: 
this is a dangerous shoal, and 
the keel must not scrape bot- 
tom. The captain looks very 


young, and has probably navi- 
gated (his passage alone only 
hundreds — not thousands — 

of times, so beads of perspir- 
ation torm on his upper tip 
during the long minutes. Finally 

we reach the . channel and i' 
is smooth sailing from here to 

the liny port of Al Khobar. 
On shore a single official 
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comes 10 meet the dhow, and 
there is promise of another 
easy, uncrowded processing on 
arrival. But beyond the port 
one hears the horns and sen- 
ses the frenzy of the town. The 
captain puts away the compass 
and urges his passengers onto 
the dock.

At 38, Chow has a back- 
ground as varied as that of 
any of his clientele, and he 
said — half tongue-in-cheek — 
of his -decision’ to become a 
restaurateur. 

“1 left -Shanghai when 1 
was only. 13. heading for the 
United States. But i landed in 
England instead, and 1 found 
choice for a Chinese in the 
West limited. It was either a 
Chinese restaurant or a laun- 
dry.

My 
critics say I made the wrong 
choice."

sodical. and he believes that 
London has the best Chinese 
restaurants outside of China 
and Hong Kong. 

“That’s because Hong Kong 
is still a British colony,” he 
explained. "So there is u lot 
more traffic between the two 
cities. Chinese arrive here with 
new ideas- You don’t get dated 
like the Chinese restaurants in 
New York and San Francisco, 
where new Chinese chefs can 'I 
get in. And the large Chinese 
community here provides a dis- 
criminating clientele." 

There is no question in 
Chow's mind — or palate — 

which national cuisines are su- 
perior. 

“Chinese is the best.'* he 
said. “French is only number . 
two. Chinese- cuisine is to. 
French cuisine -aa, a symphony 
.is to a quartet. AU Chinese may; 
look -alike, -bin the dishes are- 
fantastically diverse, of incre- 
dible variety. 

“And Chinese cooking is 
wonderfully decadent. What 
other people would And more 
than a thousand ways to cook 
and egg. one of which involves 
cooking the egg just before the 
chicken is about to hatch, so 
that you are eating baJ /-chic- 
ken and half-egg? That's deca- 
dence. 

“The Chinese culinary voca- 
bulary is vast. For example, 
the ways of expressing the 
method ‘to ■ fry* are endless, 
and when inventing a new dish, 
the Chinese always think in 
terms of movement, vision, 
form and poetry. ■ 

■‘■-The classic ' t$a time meal, 
‘dim -sum,’ literally translated, 
means- ‘to lightly .‘touch' .the. 
heart.’ 1 think it is a great 
shame that the poetry is lost 
in the translation. 

A There is a Shankhai dish 
where oDly the tail of the fish 
is eaten. This is called ‘water 
beater,' which perfectly ex- 
presses the visual element of 
the fish’s tail propelling itself. 

In English, however, this has 
somehow come to be known 
as ‘stewed fish tail’ or maybe 
number 15 on' the menu." 

Michael Chow was bora in 
1939, the son of parents who 
were an acting team in the 
clasicat Chinese theater. He 
left in 1952, and they were 
purged in the Cultural Revo- 
lution. 


Chow never made it to his 
intended goal, the United 
States. He entered school in 
Britain .studying acting. art 
and architecture. He married 
a half-American, half-Japanese 
fashion model from Cleveland, 
Ohio, named Tina, and thought 
of pursuing an acting career. 

“I was terrible,” he recalled. 
“I said lines like ‘You velly. 
veUy bad.* Real Anna May 
Wong stuff, i played a wily 
Oriental in -the James Bond 
film ‘You Only Live Twice.' 
Right now, I’ve got a cameo 
pan in ‘Someone is KiHing the 
Great Chefs of Europe.’ 1 play 
a Chinese chef, of course." 

Jn 1968 Chow opened his 
restaurant, specializing in Pek- 
ing -cuisine but incoiporatiog 
Cantonese, Shanghai and Sze- 
chuan dishes, instead of the 
usual -dark red chinoiserie- de- 
cor'. Chow’s interior was a 
light, airy blend of greenery, 
chrome, smoked perspex, and 
Warhol prints. 

“I wanted to get away from 
the Anna May Wong look, 
with an international setting 
and authentic Chinese cuisine," 
he said. 

Chow decided to give his 
customers knives and forks ra- 
ther than chopsticks. 

“You shouldn’t use them un- 
til you’ve mastered them.” he 
said. “I hate to see people 
fumbling with their chopsticks. 
It’s like watching someone eat 
a steak with an ax and pitch- 
fork.” 

Chow also hired Italian wai- 
;ters. ■ ■ ‘ 

‘-‘Why not?’.' he asked. “They 
make the best waiters, and’ 
they, were available. The trou- . 
ble is they don't like Chinese 
cuisine. Every one of them 
prefers a big plate of spaghet- 
ti. No use telling them pasta 
came from China. So much for 
Marco Polo.” 

Chow's Knighisbridge res- 
taurant caught on quickly, 
though the clientele was sur- 
prised at the decor and dif- 
ferent style. 

“Because of the internation- 
al atmosphere,” Chow said, 
“some people thought they 
weren’t eatmg true Chinese 
food. In fact, they were eating 
a sampling of the best Chinese 
cuisine 1 could make." A 
Costs o i running a restau- 


rant have skyrocketed and so 
have prices, but Chow believes 
that high prices at least make 
the customers more discrimi- 
nating. 

“Our clientele tend lu be 
discriminating,’’ he sa«d, “and 
that includes the ceiebnties. i 
admit we don'-t offer tea. as 
some restaurants do, because 
there’s no money in tea.” 

“And 1 also admit that we 
do tend to favor some custo- 
mers. It would be foolish to 
say that we don't give some of 
our better clientele a certain 
extra something you migut not 
get coming oft the street. 

“if you want a truly demo- 
. cratic restaurant, go to McDo- 
nalds." 

Chow Is pleased* thar recent 
developments . in French- cook : 
ing, notably the “nouvelie cui- 
sine;” have incorporated many 
Chinese techniques, parucular- 
iy the preparation oi vegeta- 
bles. which he says should be 
cooked "quickly, slightly raw , 
but crisp.” 

On other cuisines he says: 
Italian: “Can be very good 
or very bad." 

English; “Has potential but 
narrow range." 

Indian: “Good but boring.” - 
Japanese: “Limited but tan-

— 'Japan swam off with five 
more gold medals in Aston 
Gaines record time Wednes- 
datf taking away the overall 
gold medal lead from China 
on the games’ fifth day, but a 
Chinese diver beat the world 
record. 

Games records were set in 
both men's and women's high 

diving — both by Chinese — 
ail six of the day's swimming 
races, four shooting events 
and two- we'ghtlifting classes. 
So far, records have been 
chalked up in all 12 swimming 
races and 13 of 14 shooting 
events. 

Besides its five in swim- 
ming, Japan won one gold in 
'two-man team bowling, one 
in men's epee individual fen- 
cing and one in weightlifting, 
boosting its total count to 23 
gold medals, 18 silver and 16 
brunzes. 

China, with its two dividing 
golds, one in shooting and 
one to women's team table 
tennis, had 19 golds, 16 sil- 
vers and 17 bronzes, falling 
behind for the first time in 
the. medal race here. 

North Korea won two 
shooting goSds, boosting its 
total gold count to nine, and 
host Thailand had four after 
winning the two-woman team 


bowling. 

South Korea picked up its 
first two golds of the games 
in shooing and cycling, and 
Indonesia, Lebanon and Sin- 
gapore won their first golds 
too. 

Kuwait beaten 
In soccer South Korea 
Wednesday outclassed Kuwait, 
2-0, to join Thailand, North 
Korea and Malaysia as cer- 
tain qual'fiers for the second 
round. 

Thailand qualified without 
even playing, going through 
in their three- team group when 
North Korea bundled two- 
times champons Burma, who 
had already lost to the Thais, 
out of the competition. 

The South Koreans were 
always on top in their dash

Mengistu returns to Addis 


Warsaw endorses Ethiopian claims 


War 


WARSAW, Dec. 13 (R) - 
Ethiopia and Poland Wednes- 
day called on states in the 
Horn of Africa to give up 
their claims to other coun- 
tries' territory, as a pre-con- 
dition for peace in the region. 

The call was aimed at So- 
malia which recently lost a 
war with Ethiopia for control 
of the Ogaden Desert. It came 
in a joint communique issued 
after a three-day visit to Po- 
land by Ethiopian head of 
state Mengistu Haile Mariam. 

After the signing of several 
documents. Col. Mengistu Left 
for Addis Ababa. Ethiopian 
Radio said he was greeted by 


Mengistu Haile Mariam 

enthusiastic crowds on his 
return. He has already visited 
Yugoslavia and all the Soviet 
bloc states except Bulgaria in 


a lour which began nearly 
four weeks ago. 1 

The communique said the 
"chief condition for ensuring 
peace in the region of the 
Horn of Africa is the strict 
observance of the principle of 
sovereignty, territorial inte- 
grity. inviolability of fron- 
tiers. abandonment of terri- 
torial claims, and noninter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of other states." 

Tn an apparent reference to 
the Ethiopian government's 
war against the Eritreans. Po- 
land expressed support for its 
efforts to maintain territorial 
unity. 


Some SALT issues unsettled, 
say sU.S. disarmament chief 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (R.) 
— A new strategic arms limita- 
tion treaty (SALT) will only 
be signed if the Soviet Union 
is willing to resolve several 
outstanding issues, the new di- 
rector of the U.S. Arms Con- 
trol and Disarmament Agency 
said Wednesday. 


Retired Army Gen. George 
Seignious said be hopes the 
differences can be worked out 
and that a treaty can be sidl- 


ed by mid-January. 

Secretory of- Stole Cyrus 
Vance will meet Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko next 
week in Geneva to continue 
negotiations on SALT. 

President Carter said Tues- 
day he would have a summit 
meeting with Soviet President 
Brezhnev when the treaty is 
ready to be signed. 

.If a SALT treaty is approv- 
ed, it will have to be ratified 
bv a two-thirds majority vote 


Taking advice seriously,

MOSCOW, Dec. 13 (AP) — 
When Georgy Bushuev suffer-

The trip took seven months 
and 25 days and doctors said 
he looked younger when he 
fuo&bed than when he baited. 

‘T didn’t wad t to wait for 
She next attack and so 1 star- 
ted out,” BuSbuev told the 
newspaper “Kjomsomolskaya 
havda."

in the U.S. Senate, where 
strong opposition is expected 
trom conservatives. 

Seignious is regarded as more 
conservative than former Arms 
Control Director Paul Warlike, 
and is expected to help win 
conservative votes on the trea- 
ty in the Senate. 

He would not comment on 
details of the SALT treaty or 
the remaining issues. But he 
was convinced the treaty 
benefit the United States. 

The remaining issues are 
believed to include the range 
of the U.S. cruise missile, whe- 
ther the Soviet Tupoley V-G 
bomber, code-named “Back- 
fire" by NATO, should be 
classified an intercontinental 
weapon and therefore included 
in the agreement, and ways of 
delecting passible treaty viola- 
tions by either country. 

“I am confident that the So- 
viet Union cannot cheat on the 
provisions of the treaty with- 
out being detected,” Seignious 
said. 

But he said detection was 
likely to become a problem as 
weapons became more sophis- 
ticated. 

Seignious added he would re- 
commend an increase in the 
U.S. defense budget if he 
thought it necessary. 


Col. Mengistu said the sifua- 
1 rion »n Ethiopia had been sta- 
bilized and the achievement 
of the revolution strengthened 

The communique said the 
nationalist guerrilla organiza- 
tions had to be -included in 
any settlements in Namibia 
and Rhodesia. It condemned 
what it said were attempts bv 

South Africa to produce nu- 
clear weapons. 

The two countries also 
denounced “the adventurist 
poKcy of the Chinese leader- 
ship. contrary to the interests 
of the forces of progress peace 
and socialism in the world. 
Both countries condemn Chi- 
nese attempts to interfere *h 
the internal affairs of states." 

Tt was not clear how far 
Mengistu had been successful • 
in Poland in obtaining econo- 
mic aid — believed to have 
been a major aim of the East 
European tour. 

Speaking at Wednesday s 
signing ceremony. Polish head 
of state Henryk Jablonski 
said the talks had been mark- 
ed by “brotherly frankness," 
which in communist terms 
often means disagreement. 

But the communique said 
there had been agreement in 
all problems discussed. 

Apart from the communi- 
que and a declaration of 
friendship and cooperation. 
Poland and Ethiopia also sig- 
ned a draft treaty on their 
economic talks and a cultural 
agreement. No details of the 
two latter documents were 
immediately released.

Angola says it wants U.S. ties 

as jailed Americans see senator 


LUANDA, Angola, Dec. 13 
(UP1)’ — U.S. Sen. George 
McGovern. (D-S. Dae.; talked 
for an hour with three jailed 
Americans — two of them 
mercenaries — then met with 
Angolan President Agostinho 
Neto who said his nation wants 
to establish relations with the 
United States. 

The Neto-McGovem meet- 
ing. which lasted almost two 
hours, was held at Neto’s resi- 
dence outside Luanda. 

At a joint news conference, 
Neto said “Angola is ready and 
wants to establish relations 


with America." McGovern not- 
ed that the continued presence 
of the estimated 25,000 Cuban 
troops in Angola was a major 
obstacle to reestablishing links. 

The Angola leader said he 
needed the Cubans as protec- 
tion against South African for- 
ces on his southern border. 
When the South Africans no 
longer posed a threat, the Cu- 
bans could leave, he told Mc- 
Govern. 

Later the senator said be 
met for about an hour with 
the three Americans In Luan- 
da's Sao Paolo Prison.
